Traffic  fatalities  in  Montana  in  1970  numbered  318  and  Montana 
suffered  an  approximate  economic  loss  of  70  million  dollars.  During 
this  year  of  1970  Montana  Highway  Patrolmen  compiled  5,711,456  miles 
in  patrolling  Montana's  highways.  These  men  investigated  7,433  ac- 
cidents, issued  35,159  citations  for  infractions  of  various  traffic 
laws  and  wrote  nearly  66,000  warnings  for  mechanical  or  license  de- 
ficiencies. 

One-hundred  and  thirty  eight  officers  assigned  to  traffic,  twenty 
officers  assigned  to  Driver  Licensing  and  five  men  assigned  to  Gross 
Vehicle  Weight  enforcement  spent  over  313,000  hours  on  traffic  patrol 
and  related  functions.   Appearance  in  court  required  5,405  hours  and 
investigation  of  accidents  consumed  17,774  of  these  hours. 

Traffic  Patrolmen  inspected  1,172  school  buses  in  1970  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Regardless  of  these  efforts,  no  real  significant  reduction  of 
traffic  deaths  and  injuries  will  be  realized  without  every  person's 
cooperation  in  obeying  traffic  laws.

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PERSONNEL  &  TRAINING  1970 

An  in-service  training  program,  for  all  uniformed  personnel  was  started 
February,  1970.  Every  uniformed  officer  was  given  20  hours  of  training 
in  headquarters  procedure  at  Helena. 

This  program  was  very  beneficial,  as  it  created  better  understanding 
between  the  field  personnel  and  Headquarters.

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Survival    in   today's    traffic   demands    that  we  be   able   to  adjust   our 
driving   to  meet   the   conditions   which  rapidly   change   as  we   travel. 
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SUPPLY    AND    EQUIPMENT 


We  purchased  76  Patrol  cruisers  in  1970,  consisting  of  Plymouths, 
Chevrolets,  and  Fords.   Additional  equipment  added  was:  six  wheels, 
remote  control  mirror,  and  "Inertia"  type  seat  belts.   Power- 
steering  was  added  to  several  units,  and  will  be  included  on  future 
bids.   We  added  air-conditioning  to  the  specifications  in  1970, 
to  be  installed  on  the  1971  cars. 

During  1970,  we  saw  the  replacing  of  some  of  our  older  weapons: 
All  our  Colt  "Pythons"  were  traded  in  on  new  Smith  and  Wesson, 
Model  28  revolvers.   Some  of  the  original,  first-issue  rifles 
and  shotguns  were  replaced  with  Winchester  and  Remington  fire- 
arms. 


Rolatapes  were  also  added  to  the  list  of  new  equipment  purchased. 
Uniform  changes  in  1970  consisted  of: 

1.  Stetson  5x  Beaver  hats  in  Olive  Green,  with  swivel 
strap,  made  on  special  Montana  Highway  Patrol  crease 
pattern. 

2.  New  summer  shirts  were  ordered  in  Olive  Green  this 
year,  which  may  be  worn  in  1971. 

3.  Justin  Boot  company  will  supply  new  style  boot: 
delivery  anticipated  sometime  next  year. 


A  new  General  Electric  radio  console  was  added  to  the  communi- 
cation system.   Along  with  the  console,  a  repeater  and  trans- 
mitter were  installed.   A  new  Teletype  machine  was  also 
installed  in  the  communications  center  in  Headquarters. 

A  new  base  station  for  each  division  was  purchased  this  year, 
for  delivery  and  installation  the  first  of  1971. 

Thirty  new  General  Electric  mobile  radio's  were  installed.   These 
units  are  equipped  with  the  simultaneous  monitoring  of  both 
frequencies.   These  mobile  units  are  compatible  with  the  new 
base  stations,  as  they  also  have  the  simultaneous  monitoring 
of  both  channels. 

Thirteen  new  Stephenson  Mark  VIA  radar  units  were  put  in  service, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.   Each  G.V.W.  Traffic  Patrolman 
and  each  division  received  a  set. 
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HEADQUARTERS  COMMUNICATIONS 


The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  communications  department  made  signi- 
ficant advances  in  1970. 

Most  important,  Headquarters  operations  changed  from  a  limited 
time  facility  to  a  24  hour  center.   Also,  a  new  console  was  installed 
which  permits  handling  of  all  two-way  radio  needs  of  the  department. 
In  addition  a  new  teletype  machine  capable  of  transmitting  up  to  100 
words  a  minute  was  acquired  and  allows  direct  access  to  the  National 
Crime  Information  Center,  the  National  Law  Enforcement  Teletype  System 
and  several  Montana  sheriff's  departments. 

Due  to  the  increased  needs  of  the  Highway  Patrol  officers,  as 
well  as  all  other  enforcement  agencies,  operations  of  the  department 
must  keep  abreast  of  the  time.   To  allow  for  proper  inflow  and  out- 
flow of  driver  license  information  and  other  related  information, 
these  changes  have  been  brought  about  to  provide  better  service.   The 
volume  of  information  through  the  center  has  reached  to  a  level  of 
approximately  80  to  120  messages  daily. 

The  Highway  Patrol  communications  department  provides  an  essen- 
tial service  to  the  State  of  Montana  and  is  constantly  striving  to 
remain  at  maximum  efficiency  to  meet  ever  changing  demands  in  the 
field  of  law  enforcement.

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SAFETY  AND  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  EXPANDS 

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  enlarged  on  its  public  education 
program  during  1970.  by  having  one  patrolman  in  each  Division 
working  with  Safety  and  Education. 

This  has  met  with  very  favorable  comment  from  all  areas. 
With  the  increased  activity  in  Safety  and  Education  it  has 
been  necessary  to  discontinue  loaning  film  to  the  Driver 
Education  Classes.   They  may  still  obtain  film  through  a 
patrolman  and  we  require  that  the  film  be  shown  by  a  patrol- 
man. 

In  the  programs  put  on  by  Safety  and  Education,  Driving  While 
Intoxicated  and  Implied  Consent  have  a  high  priority,  liquor 
being  a  major  cause  in  the  high  accident  rate.

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SAFETY  AND  EDUCATION 


Millions  of  motorists  collectively  drive  billions  of  miles  a 
year,  and  four  out  of  five  crashes  occur  within  25  miles  of 
home.   The  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  in  addition  to  its  "en- 
forcement program",  is  concentrating  on  a  public  education 
program.   Members  of  the  Patrol  continue  in  their  efforts  to 
reach  as  much  of  the  public  as  possible  by  presentations, 
talks  and  lectures.   It  is  hoped  that  by  such  presentations 
it  will  aid  in  accident  prevention  and  safety  on  Montana's 
highways  through  voluntary  compliance  with  traffic  laws. 

Many  of  these  contacts  with  the  public  were  handled  by  patrol- 
men in  their  respective  communities  to  clubs,  civic  groups, 
schools,  churches  and  other  safety  organizations.   Members  of 
the  Patrol  spent  1,262  hours  giving  safety  talks  and  showing 
traffic  safety  film.   In  addition,  traffic  safety  films  were 
loaned  to  several  hundred  other  civic-minded  groups  sponsoring 
traffic  safety.   The  Patrol  also  distributed  over  100,000 
pamphlets  and  brochures  on  traffic  safety. 

FILM  LIBRARY 

The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  film  library  contains  150  traffic 
safety  films.   These  films  cover  traffic  safety  for  pedestri- 
an and  bicycle  safety  to  freeway  and  interstate  driving.   They 
vary  from  the  driver  education  series  dealing  with  proper 
methods  of  driving  to  those  which  show  accidents  and  accident 
victims  in  vivid  color. 

Only  one  film  was  purchased  in  1970  as  most  of  the  films 
previewed  were  filmed  in  1961  or  before.   This  department 
did  not  feel  these  film  would  be  effective  now.

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SCHOOL  BUS  INSPECTIONS 


An  annual  inspection  of  every  school  bus  transporting  pupils 
is  conducted  by  the  Highway  Patrol  officers  before  the  beginning 
of  each  fall  school  term.   In  1970   1,17  2  school  buses  were 
inspected,  of  these  1,102  passed  the  first  inspection,  65  re- 
quired a  second  inspection  before  approved,  5  were  not  approved. 

To  insure  continuous  peak  mechanical  condition,  spot  inspec- 
tions are  conducted  throughout  the  year.   Working  closely 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  recommendations 
are  constantly  made  to  improve  the  bus  program.   Also  all  school 
bus  drivers  are  required  to  submit  to  a  medical  examination 
in  addition  to  having  chauffeur  licenses  and  current  first  aid 
card,  before  being  qualified  to  drive  a  school  bus. 


MOTORCYCLE  STATISTICS 


Motorcycles  have  better  than  doubled  in  number  in  Montana 
since  1965.   There  were  12,144  registered  motorcycles  that 
year,  each  year  since  then  they  have  increased  and  in  1970 
there  were  24,881  registered  motorcycles. 

The  accident  rate  has  not  increased  with  the  number  of  motor- 
cycles, although  the  accident  rate  for  the  nation  for  1969 
was  22.1  deaths  per  100,000,000  miles  for  motorcycles.

We  can't  say  that  having  head  lamps  lighted  was  responsible 
for  the  reduction  in  accidents,  but  feel  sure  it  did  help. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  are  almost  as  many 
injuries  and  deaths  as  there  are  accidents  each  year.

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DRIVER  IMPROVEMENT 
The  Montana  Highway  Patrol  Board  at  its  meeting  April  27,  1970 
instituted  a  new  Driver  Improvement  program  which  was  mentioned  in  the 
1969  Annual  Report.   One  basic  change  by  the  Board  was  the  publishing 
of  a  points  schedule  and  the  effects  taken  as  a  result  of  accrued  vio- 
lations.

The  new  program,  in  effect  for  one  year,  has  proved  to  be  a  substan- 
tial improvement  in  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol's  continuing  effort  to  im- 
prove and  control  Montana's  errant  drivers.   In  addition,  a  substantial 
reduction  in  the  time  spent  conducting  interviews  and  serving  pick-up 
orders  has  been  achieved.
